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eiRCUS TRAIN WRICKED.

Altoona, Pa., ^lay ;U. — Walter 
Main's circus was wrecked on the Ty- 
rone and dearfleld branch of the Penn- 
sylvania railroad at Vail station, five 
miles north of Tyrone, Tuesdav morn- 
ing. As far as can be ascertained, five 
persons were killed and 10 injured. The 
circus was en route to Lewiston. The 
engineer lost control of the train going 
down the mountain and it Jumped the 
track, when going at a speed of «) miles 
per hour, throwing the l4 cars over, a 
14-foot embankment. The most of the 
animals are badly hurt and a number 
escaped to the woods. Some are still at 
large. The train was badly wrecked. 

The wild animals got out from the 
demolished cages. Two injured sacred 
oxen were killed to put them out of 
their misery. A tiger killed a cow of 
Alfred Thomas, a farmer, whose wife 
was milking the cow at the time. 
Thomas killed the tiger with a rifle. 

Three lions escaped. One was cap- 
tured immediately and another wa* 
lassoed and tied to a tree after biting 
the lassoer. Janjes Chambers, severely 
on the hand. The other lion is still p t 
large. 

A tiger, water buffalo, hyena, beat, 
alligators and a large collection of 
snakes fif^t away, but were captured. 
The elephants and camels were unin- 
jured. A black panther, silver tiger, a 
lot of monkevs and valuable birds a. • 
at large. Almost every ring hor ;e wjis 
killed. The total number of hors(8 
killed are 49, with all the others cut 
and bruised..

HENRY S. IVFS' SCHEME. 

He Win Make the Olilu Southarn » BUal 

t» the C. U. Si li. 

Lima, O., May 31.— It was strongly 
intimated when the Ohio Southern dis- 
cussed their extension from Springfield 
to this city that their objective point 
was Toledo, and that Henry S. Ives was 
interested in the matter, and was push 
ing the project for the purpose ot. pay- 
ing off an old score against the Cinoiu' 
nati, Hamilton and Dayton. 

Subseauent developments have been 
in accordance with this idea, and it has 
been proved that Mr. Ives was inter 
estedin the line, but up to date hit 
policy has been concealed. A party of 
surveyors have startsd aline north 
from this dty and Tdedo is the object 
ivepoint. 

Tne line to be surveyed will parallel 
the Cincinnati. Hamilton and Dayton 
all the way to the dty <m tiie Maumee, 
striking the same towns on the route. 
Those who are in a podtion to know, 
when approached on the subject, 
pleaded ignorance of any knowledge of 
the project, but there was a merry 
twinkle in the comers of their eyes. 

In this conneotlbn it is interesting to 
note the presence in the dty of Hugh 
Mather, attorney for the road, and F 
E. Fisher, general passenger agent J. 
E. Fisher Has charge of the right of 
way work on the lima extondon, and 
there is every reason to believe that he 
will officiate in the same oapadty on 
the northern end. 

The matter of the right of way 
through town came up before councu 
Monday night, after remaining dor 
mant for several months. As long as 
the company wasn't ready for the 
northern extension, it didn't matter so 
much about the line through Lima, but 
now that the. order has oeen given to 
move northward, no gaps must be left 
in the rear. 

Work on the Toledo line is to be 
pushed with all speed, so that the cars 
will be running before cold weather 
sets in. For Lima the eztonsion will 
be a good thing. Beddes giving the 
city another Toledo road, it wiU put 
Lima in a position for the location of 
the shopa, which will be of the greatest 
importfcic e.

Chicago, May 31.— The pride of the 
Montana mining display — the silver 
statue of "Justice" — was unveiled in 
the mines and mining building in the 
presence of a tremendous crowd which, 
enthused by the sight of the handsome 
figure resting on its base of solid gold, 
sent uj) a cheer that echoed and re- 
echoed throuKh the rafters of the bi^ 
building. The ceremonies l>e;;.in short- 
ly Ix'fore 8 o'clock and were very brief. 

Mr. W. M. Bickford, executive com- 
mander for Montana', was master of 
ceremonies. Brand's band of Cincin- 
nslU fnmished the music, playing for 
the first time the "Silver Statue March," 
composed for the occasion by a CSiioago 
man. 

Major Martin M,i;;innis of Helena 
made a short address as the ceremonies 
began. After music by the band Mr. 
J. M. Quinn, editor of the Buttee 
Miner, made a short speech, after 
whicb there was a slight pause. Mrs. 
E. J. Bickards, wife of the governor of 
iKtontana, then came forward and made 
a short address, doshig with the

words: "Lkt Justice with nnbandaged 
pves now grace the throne," she i)ulled 
the cord which lofjsed the veil, and the 
immense American flag enveloping the 
statue fell into the arms of six men 
waiting to recdve itf as a great cheer 
went up from the ouookers. 

The statue rests upon a plinth of solid 
gold which has for its base a block of 
ebony. Around the figure is a bronze 
railing. Ri^#lg from three ddes are 
bronze poles supporting a maroon vel- 
vet canopy whit-h gives the whole a 
particular throne-like appearanc^. The 
gold used in the plinth is valued at 
?2.=50,0<K) and is from the "Spotted 
Horse" mine at Maiden, Fergus county, 
Mon. The silver represents an outlay 
of $70,000 and is the ^odnot of different 
Montana mines. 

After the statue had been inspected 
by the guests the ropes were thrown 
aside and the publii- admitted. The 
invited guests were then taken in 
coaches to the Montana state building 
where a luncheon was served. 

Miss Ada Behan, the model of the 
statue, was invited and urgently re- 
quested to be iiresent. However, the 
famous actress aid not come, objecting 
on the ground that she wovild be an ol>- 
iect of curiosity and comparison. She 
has deferred her visit to a more oppor 
tune time. Governor Rickards was not 
present, being detained in Montana by 
duty connected with the location of 
state educational institutions. 

With the unveiling of the statue the 
the Montana mining exhibit was opened 
for public inspection. It contains some 
handsome collections of silver crystals 
and gold ores and specimens, lead, cop- 
per, coal, iron and building stone mined 
in the state. A fine collection of gold 
ores and nuggets is expected to arrive 
in a few days, when they will be placed 
on exhibition. 

The crowd Tuesday was a true exem- 
plification of a holiday assemblage, and 
the fine weather that grace<l the morn- 
ing gave A wholesome touch to Decora- 
tion day and rendered the enjoyment of 
the occasion complete in every way. 

AU modes of transportation were 
taxed early and the crowd, long l« fore 
noon, was runiling in close competition 
to that of Sunday. But the multitudes 
did not move until afternoon. The clos- 
ing of all downtown stores at noon sent 
the thousands of employes to the exhi- 
bition, and these, together •with other 
visitors from far and near, swelled the 
crowd to about CO.Wi). 

The evening was an "open" one, and 
as most of those on the grounds re- 
mained and were augmented by arriv- 
als after dark to view the beauties of 
the iUumination it is thought the 100,- 
000 mark was approached, if not ijuite 
exceeded when the gates closed for the 
night. 

The music which began at 10 o'clock 
in the open air was of a patrit)tic 
nature. The bands have continuous 
concerto until late into the evening and 
their programs were well compiled. 
The crowds aiMiut the bandstand were 
large and enthusiastic.

In an interview he said he was sur- 
nrisi d at the fuss and discussion by the 
Faruham post affair in New Vorkeity. 
which he exiilained had nothiiiu' to do 
with the position of the Grand Arm^vot 
the Rt punlic on the pension qtiestioii. 
or its attitule t<jward the pr'.st'nt fed- 
» ral adiuinistration. 

Farnh.im post had it« charter taken 
from it liecause when it promulfiateil 
those resolutions it acted in violatiim of 
the relations of Grand Armv of the 
Repuldic, and defied the authority of 
the organization when the attention of 
its officers was called to that violation. 

"Just to show how absurd is the 
criticism upoii the action of the Graml 
Army of the Kepublic or^^auizaiion in 
this niatter. I have only to dto to yon 
anotlier instance where the post fol- 
lowed the rule: 

••In New York city there is a GraJid 
Army of the Republic po.st which 
some of the boys called the high-toned 
post. It is named Lafnvette. and 
when I was at Knoxville I fouml in my 
miiil some resolutions i)asK'd >>y that 
jiost. To it belongs such veterans us 
Chauncey Depew. General Horace Por- 
ter, (ieneral (). O. Howard and otlier 
old 8oldi(>rs of almost ecjual prominence 
The resoliitii Ills were in the same line 
Hs those of Farnham jwst. but the L«- 
f.tyt ite men had some resju'ct for the 
order. They sent (them to the i)ro])er 
ofltice to get permission to promul«at' 
and such permission was duly endorseil 
by them. Then they reached ine throuxh 
the usual channel and 1 promptly en- 
dorsed them with my official approval. 
The same mailtrain which took to N( w 
York my sanction of the revoking 
Farnham p<ist charter took also to New 
my approval of a set of the same kind 
of rescdutions pa88e4 by Lafayette post. 
It was simply a matter of observing 
discijdine, you see." 

As to the" policy of the Grand Army 
of the Republic on the pension question 
General Weissert rimply pointeil to par- 
agraph 8 of his general order No. .>. 
issued last Januarv, as follows: 'Every 
member of the order is solemnly obli- 
gated to encourage htmor and purity in 
public affairs; it is, therefore enjoined 
upon comrades to report pronnitly to 
the commissioner of i)ensi(ms.

Her right leg wa.-. drawn umler 
the IhhIv. her dothi's were partially 
drawn tVom her hips, ami liei head and 
face were frightfully mutilated.

The weather in the afternoon wa« pleas- 
ant, and the "silent, city of the dead" 

■wa.s visited by orowil.s, all bent on one 
purpose, that of covering the graves of 
loved onei lone b^M with floral .trib- 
utes. 

The programme as announced on Mon- 
day was caried out. The members of the 
Woman's Belief Corps and the choir 
took can at the O. A. R. hall and pro- 
ceeded to the cemetery, followed by the 
Joseph Heiser Post and M. C. Hutchins 
Oamp, headed by the Javenila Dram 

Corps. 

At the cemetery the services consisted 
of prayer, cetemontee by the Command- 
ant of the Post, remarks by the officer 
of the day and by the Chaplain, decura- 
tion of graves, the programme closing 
with an address by Hon. W. A. l?yron, 
of Brooksville, speaker of the day. The 
programme was interspersed with ap- 
propriate selections by a choir. Mr.

I never like to mak* remarks personal to 
mysdf, bnt time are times wben, in order to pat 
oasi self Inhti tnuUght before the people, it be- 
oomes nacBwefy to make them, and I think that 
one inch time has come in my life at the present. 
What I deeire to lay to yon li that If yon have 
eonosivad any high IdMl of ma •■ a speaker 
(Whleh the oommendation of partial Mends may 
have led yon to do),- 1 am much abUd you will 
be disappointed, as this li only the aeoond time 
in my career that I bare had the pleasure of ad- 
dreeelng my fellow dtiaens on a like occasion. 
Henoe you wi'.l see the embarrassment under 
whloh I labor In fippiarini; i.n a MaysvlUe plat- 
form, before a Maysvillc Hwlionco of cultivation, 
roiinoiiicnt ami knowlcdKi", iii\(l inorc timii all, 
nn aiiillcncc most of whom 1ms tunl al onu time 
or other the j;ri'at pkiunrc and privilt^'o of list- 
ening to yo\ir I'loiiMi'nl tdwusmiui so rocrntly 
passed away, lint, fi llow citiAi u*, « Iilln it is true 
that wo may not, have the alulily of a Wa'lsu orih, 
a llrockinriilLtc or a Ili'iiry Waiicrscjn, it Is ulvo 
trno that many of yon lu ri^ liefore ine liiil not, 
wben the call to arms came, have the aliility of 
a Grant, a Sherman, a Thomas, or a Sheridan, yet 
yon went forward at your country's request and 
did what you could In your dlfl'urent spheres to 
maintain the unity and Integrity of the Nation, 
and to me your example Is one of encourage- 
ment to go forward and do what I can to honor 
that flag which yon did so much to save. Wo 
have ■■emUed to^y. fellow cltlsens, to do 
honor to the noble dead who oama to their' 
oountry't feeo«e in the hour o( need ; to review 
our history la the put and speak of onr hopes 
as a nation In the future. And, fellow dtiseni, 
looking on the history of our country what a 
grmnd panorama opens to onr eight Almoet 
like a glorious lunllght suddenly bnsting on 
ths somber darkaeasof midnight Is the history 
of our land when oonsldered from the itandpoint 
of the civilisation and advancement of the 
human race. Yes, the history of our country 
strikes the ages like the flashing sunbeams strike 
the artist's plate, and If It has notqultS yot ac- 
complished it. It is by Qpnstant eflbrt In behslf 
of down-trodden luimanlty reproducing such a 
pleturo of them its will in time to come represent 
the whole race free and independent In the full 
sense of the worH, enjoying all those blessings 
and privileges, l>olh domes tie and nstioas1,WhlCh 
It Is poKslble (or them to enjoy. 

In the history of all times past It Is a (act that 
)hlngs that seemed Inconsequential and trilling 
In themaelvei have frequently led to the greatest 
nstllti. 80 It was In the Invention and discovery 
of tts marAer'a oompsM. Before this little in- 
stnuaent was Invanted sua dare not venture 
from right of laad last they ihonld be loet In the 
bonndleis and tracklen ocean and wander away 
to the nuurgin'of the great deep and according to 
ths notloOs of that day, fall offend be atemally 
lost KOthavingbaen explored to aaygiaatdU- 
tanoa, all kinds of ridlonlans and afasnrd notions 
about tha tea prevailed and found lavor with 
the multitude. Hence as children they played 
along the shoree of the mighty deep but ventured 
not far out upon her bosom until Columbus, 
armed with the mariner's compass and that.sub- 
llBia faith and courage so charaOterlstio of the 
Ideal sailor, " unlocked those gates of the ocean " 
whleh had been fast shut up with chains— the 
chains of Ignorance and superstition. And, (el- 
low citi/.ens, when I allude to the people of those 
days a* ignorant and superHtltious, I mean no re- 
flection upon them". They nc teil ac cijrding to the 
light they hmi, and nodcuilit were no more sunk 
indai knesi or haudicappcd l)y iiiifouiidi;d fear.s 
tlmii the iiresenl generation would be if llie 
hands r>n the dial of time were let hack four 
hundred years and the liKht of the iiroKre^is of 
those ceuturie.s taken from tlwem. 

That day on whl( h Oolumhus started with his 
three frail crafu from the port of I'alos was an 
eventful one In the history of ihelinman ra< c. 
Soon the cry of ladd called out from the tuimiost 
msstof the Santa Maria was to he taken hy 
ths millions in Asia and Europe and resoundi d 
throughout the then known worhl. All kinds of 
Storlsri were told about the beautiful lauds dls- 
oovered beyond the seas. The spirit of adven- 
ture was aroused as It had never be«n aroused 
baiore.' Ambition glowed In the breaau of men 
and omad them on to aflwts and the aooomp- 
llshnsat of deeds which but a short lime before 
seemed utterly Impoeiible. The haughty English 
peer In his Imagination saw himielf transformed 
into a king', surrounded by all the pomp of roy- 
alty, orownsd with t|>e hriglttest Jewals an earth, 
and milng over a natloil laco^d tP nooa, which 
In hli langnlna hopes awsttsd Mas bajrotd Uia 



The impulsive Vrenchaun oast his eyes 
WSetward and saw great room (or dominion and 
(or power, Kven the Flalonic Oerman dropped 
the pursuits he had Hi long and pblloeopbically 
liilowed, for ha ISO was oaaght by the same cuu- 
Isglous spirit of advsntare whMh draw eo many 
of tha fiery Spaniards from their bomee to leek 
for gold and the labnloua fonntsia of youth. 
Thus was passed the flnt hundred yriats after the 
dl s eoTar y of America and oaly oaa panaanent 
settlesMnt suds oa this grsat oohttoaat-ttM 
Spaniards sloua on tha shores of the AOaatlo 
having snooeeded In gaining a fuothold In tha 
new world. Bat the glamor of romaaoa and 
fable after tha flist century had about spent lu 
force and men began to eee this continent as it 
was. They sailed around the coast and saw what 
a mighty ocean boundary was here; they saw 
the lakes, the gulfs, the bays, the inlets, the 
beautiful rivers, the towering uiouutalus, the 
fertile valleys and the broa<l spreadiiiK plains 
which covered this continent, and they lie^an to 
realize that lliere was here indeed and in troth 
the future possitiilities of minhty kingdonis and 
unhounded wealth. Then it wa.s that Iliepoleii 
tales of tlie old world, disputed as to how this 
continent should Ih; divided, and then It was 
that the contest for place and power began in 
the new world which culminated in the estab 
lifhment of our goveruiueut, the first depending 
(or its existence aud perpetuation on the Intel- 
ligence and virtue of Its citizens which the world 
ever saw. And mark you, my fellow citizens, 
how provideulUlly it seems that our (ore fathers 
were trained and educated for this great task of 
sslf-govanuaant Oaa hundred years of contact 
with tha savages of North America had Uught 
them self-reliance; one hundred years tor them 
and their ohildren watching the waving foresM 
and old riven and Usianinc to old ooaaa'e song, 
had taught thamaloTs of fkosdom whloh soon 
became a ssooad aatiita; one hundrad years of 
th c progress made by them and their ohildren in 
subduing the forests and building beautiful 
cities, had taught them that self-respect so nec- 
essary fOr the Individual or the nation In order 
to maintain a standing among men. In a word 
one hundred years of total neglect of our (ore- 
fathers and their Interests by the so-called vice- 
gerents of the lord, guvc theiu an Mea tbat may 
l>o it was barely possiMc for a natl<in to cXlst 
wIthoMt a king, and (loit it was ju<t liarely pos- 
silile that men should havi- a say so a.i to wh.) 
their ruler should he and what kind of rules 
that ruler should be permitted to enforce. This 
idea had been yrowiiiK upiui them for a whole 
century; they had beou Imbibing it, alisiirhin)^ 
It from the very elements that surrounded theiu : 
and do you wonder at the rcscnttul reception 
given to the liveried aristocracy of (Jrcat Urltaln 
who came in the person o( kingly reprcseutntivea 
to tell those men who had so long bared their 
breasts to savage war fare in de(cn.se of their 
families and their homes, how they .shoiiUl live 
Do you wonder that the tea sent them by England 
with a duty levied upon it by a foreign parlia- 
ment found a hiding place at the bottom of Bos- 
ton harbor 7 Do you wonder tbat the whole At- 
lantic ooast from tha snnny hills of Georgia to 
the snow-capped monntaina of }few Hampshire 
was ablaso with Indlgnstlon when they were 
told by the haughty vaaaala of an Idiotic king 
that they ahould have no voice nor choice In the 
government under whiah they were to live 7 Do 
you wonder that wben the Invaaion came the 
armed force that had been aent over to " bind 
and rivet upon them the chains which a foreign 
parliament had forged " that our fathera chose 
rather to leave the bo.soni of the homes they 
loved so well and go (orth to inimolato them- 
selves on the altar o( (recdom rather than die 
the Ignominious death o( slaves? Do you won- 
der that the scarred, ragged, naked and bleeding' 
soldiers of Valley Korgc IiidlgiiaRtly refused all 
oilers of llritlsh K'iU\ and liritisli jiarduii, joittiin.' 
t)ie tem|iturs to death lor their wanfoii assaults 
on American manhood and .\mcricau Imnor, 
while they swore anew the ttUeglance whleh they 
neUi so saiu'c i to that i)eatttltul enlblani of their 
country and Its liberty? 

No, fellow citizens, you nor I need not wonder 
at this wben we stop to think through what toils 
o( adversity our (ore-lathers had pa.s.scd. You 
and I need not wonder at their actions tonwrd 
their haughty would-be masters wbeu wo stop to 
think what a crucible of trial they had gone 
through; we need not wonder tbat those men 
stood fOr the defanae of their families and their 
homes sgalnst the reflnad oppiaselon of civilised 
tyranny with as much flrmneas and determin- 
ation as they had ever done against the merciless 
and stealthy attack of the savage warrior. Bnt 
though we may not wonder at the stand taken by 
the fathers and the (oundcrs o( our government 
when they declared that there could be no Just 
governmeut only by the consent of the gov- 
erned, all Enropo did wonder, stood agha.st, sur- 
prised, shocked at the heresy o( such a doctrine. 
No kings, no lords, no dukes, no earls, no gentle- 
men, no peasants, and >ct a government. Mon 
strous I What has become of the divine right ot 
kings to rule aud govern the people if this he 
true .' Such insolence, thought they, must know 
that it is lusulting all history and tradition, and 
must soon return foot^sore and repentant to sue 
for pardon at llie foot of an .ml raged throne anil 
receive without a murmur the iiunishmeul they 
must feel they so richly merited. Hut they were 
mistaken. Here were two great peoples having 
directly opposita views in reference to the man- 
ner in which a people should be governed. The 
one having drawtt its opinions from the (eudal 
ages when might was right, and the other having 
learned In the severe school of adveralty, " The 
rank is but tha guinea stamp and that the man 
ia the gold lor all that ;" and following thU club 
of opinion caaaa the clash of arms whose stern 
arbltratiou during that revolutionary struggle 
settled the fact forever that there oould be no 
Juat govenuaaat only by tha oonssnt of ths gov- 
erned; that ktafs ware not anssssisry sdlmtct to 
a nation's axlstahca, and that tha titled and 
brainless dude who spent hia life and tha people's 
money In all kinds of gambling anil debauchery 
was no mote a pet of the Lord than a poor mau 
who bore the mark of honest toll oa his bro\vr 
Yes, fellow cltlsens, the battles of the revolution- 
ary war were not fought alone (or this country 
Hn<l this peoplSi bat they were the battles of hu- 
manity. Itwastheestablishmentof the suprem- 
acy of the will of the pcoi)le over the will of des- 
pots: and the example of freedom as advocated 
and practiccil in this laud soon made Its iuliu- 
eni'\' felt in all the nations of Knrope.und though 
tlie walls of bigotry and oppression which snr- 
roundi'd the people seemed built of adamant, 
some ol.theni have decayed, eriunbled and fallen, 
aud thelmpelus Kiveii to freedom by the estali 
lishment of our Kovernment has uevcr ceaseil to 
be felt : even to-day wc behold one o( the great- 
est civil hattles which was ever (ought being 
waged iu the liritish iiouse of I'arllament and 
championed by that grand old man who ac- 
knowledged having learned his lessoua o( (rec- 
dom by studying tbc Institutions o( onr land. 
Yes, (ellow oiUsens, the life of William F. GUd- 
stone, whloh, Uke a anmmar'a sun grows miore 
gloriously sublime as It nears the horiaon, hu 
been ennobled by the atudy of our Institutions 
and elevated by the Inspiring leeaona of aelf-aao- 
rlfloe taught by the fonndsm of our government. 
But this Is a digresston. Twantrflve years after 
the war of Indopandenoa had been fought and 
won, but WhUt y«t tha liifaot, Ubesty, w«s stUt 



Iu Ito swsddllDg clothes* thiNwae ai^tthar des- 
perate attempt to strfagle it and crush out for 
ever the emhryonlo salvalloa of tha hnman race, 
from baroan tyranny, whfsh had taken shape iu 
our land. Bht It Is unneoeaaary for me to dwell 
at length on the reanltof that aeoond stmggla lor 
tn^apwa e nea. Everyone knows who have read 
AflMMeaa hialary what isaiked auperiorlty was 
shown by our own btava American ssamen In 
that struggle ; how otur Infant navy dlspntsd ter- 
.ritofy, lOMf bt battles wltk sneh woodsrtul vigor 
and success that the British navy, arrogating to 
itnlt the title o(" mistress otaaas " waa put upon 
its best mettle to cope with onr brave mariners, 
and frequently the Hrltlsh lion lay cowed and 
whii>i>ed on the decks o( their shattered and 
sinking slilps. 

Everyone knows of the bruvc coinmatid that 
was glvsn hy the dyim; I,Hwrrn< c That injunc- 
tion given by hi- dying lirealli lots ever Inspired 
the countrymen of Lawrence not to give u^ the 
shiji when ihecrltical luomcut arrives. Every- 
one knows how old iiirkory Jaokaou, backed 
up liy an army few in numliers but great In hope 
and tlK'lr countrymen's love* great because of the 
Kentucky blood tbat flowed in their vein»., I »a|r 
everyone knows how this brave commander and 
hia gallant followers put an end to that war by al- 
most sweeping the British army from tha face of 
the earth and driving a last nail In tha ooflln of 
tha hopes whfch the British govamment enter- 
tained of being able to disprove the theory that 
the will of the massaa and not of the classes wu 
snprama. HoVr, a Saeond era of peace, during 
whloh our people had time to view tha limitless 
nndavelopad reeouroeeat their oommaad. What 
most he done, was the great and parplaslDg 
question ; ourforeats must besnbdned, the coal 
muat he dog from our hills, the IrOn from our 
mountains, beautiful and happy homea must 
be eatabliihed on our plains, great ottlea muat he 
builded On our highways of commerce, and who 
was to do It? Wc must have men, men with 
breve hearts and strong arms, and in this crisis 
as In all others Iu whleh the welfare o( our land 
was Involved, we had stat' >inen with large souls, 
tiroad and enllxlitcntd 1 limls. who said let the 
Invitation go out Into all he nations of Europe, 
bring here to this home n' the free theoppressfd 
o( all lands and let thcin sec what a beautiful 
thing liberty is. let them lireathc the air of free- 

jdoiii. ami 1'- cause will have no more 

willing or alile clefeuderv than these i.ieii will

Ami, fellowcilizens. uu.b r this hroa 1. wise and 
n\u;;nillcetit polic y, wlial a wonilerful progress 
i was maile ; kmui the fori st was cleared away and 
! made to Mosmoii as tlie ri>se: fooii wht?re stood 
the wigwam of the diisky savice was found the 
home and happy family 01 the thriily fanner: 
soon where floated the ruile canoe of the fading 
aborlglnee was seen the palxre steauu>rs of the 
palc-(ace; soon where was only the trail of the 
skulking warrior was laid the track o( the iron 
horse, that great lacllltator o( travel, that siipvrh 
promoter aud king o( commerce : siH>n where 
was cliutered the dingy habitations of an Indian 
village were raised the magnlflcent palaces of 
mighty cities ; aoon where once was in the mind 
of the civilised world the gravest donbts ss to 
the stability and permanency of our institutions 
began tp grow the Arm oou victlon that we were a 
flztuie among nations, that we had come to ktny 
and that the Idea that the people had a rigbt to 
a voice In the government of theuselvus was not 
such an absurdity afterall. But the life o(a nation 
no more than that :<<f un individual can notuU 
bo sunshine and itrosperity. Hoon wo were again 
fated to have external trouhle caused by an ad- 
versary that had not yet learned to respect our 
rights as u nation, or our iil.ility to take care of 
ourselves when these riglil-> vwre imposwl on. 
lint ii look ouiv a coiupanitively short lime to 
teiieh -Mexico t'le important les.-oii that dl-cre- 
tiioi was the la It', r pan of valoi , iin<l that l">m- 
hastic a!i<l liulVlo/ii,'.; tui tics 'licln'tgo w illi l iK Ic 
.Siiiii, Our iin.Te armies iiinler our ever prcsTiU 
l)ia\ e leaders, » hell the emergency aroie, sinui 
eliiuiged the Mivxiean at lilude of hravaiio and 
dctiatn e to ouc oi liiiiiiilialion and d(^feat,^n<l. 
as a guarantee oi tln-ir gooil liehavlor in the fu- 
ture ami a pmiishniciit for impudence in the 
past, we compdled them to cede 11s nearly one- 
half of the territory tliey po^ses-e.l. Yes, fdlow 
citizens, tlie ho!\or of our iietioii 111 tlii, struggle, 
OS In all others, vas upheld by a united and lih- 
erty-lovlug peop)e; aud truly may it be said of 
those who gave u^ ttaelr lives on the battle tic!d> 
o( Buena Vista aqd Cerro Gordo, as well as mi all 
the other battle lelda o' the land, waging the 
oonteat that was te' sustain the life of freedom : 
that 

"On (amv's eternal camping ground, 
Their silent teuts are spread ; 
And glory guards with solemn round 
The bivouac of the dead." 

The .smoke of thii third great contest with a 
foreign enemy cleared away and the geiille 
smiles of peace again Invited the brave clefeiiil- 
ers of our Institutions to change the eciuipages 
of war for those of husbandman, profession or 
trade; and thus our country, crowned inarms 
by success, and In ]i«Boe by content and plenty, 
went on with strides of progress never equaled 
in the history of any nation that ever rose or (ell. 
We had grown in population from three millions 
of Inhabitanta scattered along the shores of the 
Atlanlio to twenty-eevan miilioas of people, set- 
tled in Statae that had grown in ntunher from 
the original thirteen colonies to thirty free Com- 
monwealths, all bound in one bond ot ontoa, 
nndar one great govatnmant at Washington. Wa 
navigated moia mOsa of river and operated mora 
mliss of railroad thaa all the nations of Europe 
combined. Onr country enjoyed the proud dls- 
tinotton of having given to tha world a rnlton, 
a Whitney and a MOias. It anjoyad tha ptend 
poaltlon of oonqnaror of all the foreign enemies 
it had met, on land and sea. Wa had within our 
boundary grander foresta, more miles of sea coast, 
more beautiful rivers, towering mountains, fer- 
tile valleys and broad spreading plaina than any 
other civilized nation on earth; and above and 
beyond all we bad let in the sunshine of peace, 
prosperity and the blessings of freedom to more 
happy homes than ctiuhl )>o found in all the 
other nations of the world ; and when It seemed 
that we had reached the climax of prosperity, 
when our standing a.s a nation had become the 
envy of the world, and when our governinent 
had hccome a toH cr ol uiicoiniuerahK' strength 
to all cneroaehing enemies, we are warm-ii by 
the ominous rumblings o( internal disseiilion 
that trouble has come to our people oiiee more. 
We hear men talk with bated breath and ]ialld 
lips. We see ttie glaring headlines of exi itiiig 
news that mark the journalsof our lainl. and we 
ask what has givi ii rise to this condition of 
ulfiiirs',' Has olfl Kiigland loiekled on her armor 
and come out on seas and plains once more to 
rob Us of our freedom? Has Mexico eathi red 
Strength and resolution to try and rcLjaiii once 
more her lost territory ? Or tmve the spirits of ten 
thousand red men risen from their forest graves 
to reclaim (romiu the land of thelrfathers? Ah, 
no, fellow citizens : this time It Is no foreign foe. 
This time it ia no Englishman. Mexican or sav 
age warrior that baa come to disvaatate the homes 
of our mothsrs,our wives, onr sisters and our 
daughters; bnt It is brother againat brother, 
father i^nat wn, members of the same house- 
hold ' on opponte sides, engsgad in one of the 
moet sanguinary straggly of which history 
speaks. Vor foiur long ysais the battle was

WebeHerc to 
daj that thm la not one bitter thon^t enter 
talaed by the brare soldier who wot* the blue 
towards hia eqnalljr brave brother who wore the 
gray. When the sunshine of peaoe bnrst through 
the dark tad awful eloads of warud dlnlpated 
them, It bote away In Ita gentle beams all the 
enyy, malice and hatred that rankled In the 
breasts of men, and both sections realize stronger 
than ever to-day that tbcy are brothers. The 
gentle Influence of peace, prosperity and happi 
ness In a united country calls out from the heart 
k of every true Anierieun eitl/eii praises toward

man whose life was more liltc a benediction, 
and dcattt like a sunset, than the brave and val 
lant Lee, who never sufTbred himself to utter a 
harsh word against any of bis fellow men. And 
now as I look into the faces of those old voter 
aus who served their country on many battu 
fields, I realise what an enviable position Is tliat 
held by the true soldier who haa done his whole 
duty In helping to sustain the cause of liberty 
through the fiery ordeal of war, for which he 
will over have the reverence and respect of a 
grateful people and the substantial remembrance 
of the greatest government in the world. And 
as you meet from year to year to place those cm 
blemt of tehderest love on the graves of your dc 
parted comrades, as each returning springtime 
creates them anew, yon ara teaching a practical 
lesson of patriotism to the rising generation 
who will, as time erystali/i s the Kreal value of 
your services, revereiiee you the more, ami you 
will be iir( paring your own souls by deeds of ex- 
alted clmiity to take their place in the ranks of 
the '>iiini[iotent Commniider, where the wiekeil 
cease from troubling,' and the weary ari' at rest. 
And as I look into the faei « ;)f those beardless 
youths I see in them tlie emiiiterpart of their 
fatliers as they were w in n they were l alled in (U 
to do battle for iiberly and union. I know tlu y 
are full of life and i nervy, full of tlml lauilal.le 
ambition to do sonielbinu' mid to )ie s.^methiiiK 
ill tlie world, and tliey are perhaps now askiiu; 
themselves. " Is there noiliju;,' iliat we eua do'.'" 
1 will answer that '(Uesiinu fi.r you, my yoting 
friends, by siiylnt; liiat there i.s a limitless amount 
of Work in tiiis w orM ; every one with willing 
heart and liaiulh is needed In the great buttle of 
life. As your fathers fought for the union of 
these States, so now you, with them still remain- 
ing to assist you all they can, ara called on to 
proclaim, fight (or and protect the human race 
the world over. Wc are all ascending the steep 
and rugged hill of life, and without that co- 
operatluu and assistance prompted by that love 
of our fellow being taught by the noblest lives 
of the world, many of ua shall fall by the way- 
aide. You mtut ever feel that it is not the doing 
of great things that ennobles life, but the doing 
of little things in a great way. Yes, you young 
men may never have to fight the battle of the 
Union as your fatben hid, but yon oan#by the 
ottltlvatlon of an upright and honorable disposi- 
tion and a love for lyour fbUow man, flgbt the 
battles of humanity quite as snooessfnUy as they 
have done the battles of the Union, and reoeive 
In the end your merited reward. 

And now, in closing, I desira to say to these 
ladies that they are la«t to be notleed, not be- 
cause 1 think tin > lire b ust , but as one |>arts with 
hl» l<est friend lu-i, 1 u i-h to liiwi-r nilb yon. 
Woman, ever like the twining tendril that i oi: 
iUielf around the s,.,nrred auil shatien d oak, i- 
ever ready w ith her lender. loviiiK syiiipniliii s to 
bind up the broken spirits uml sliattered hopes 
of man. Ves, what one is tljere here among us 
who has iiul fell relievtil by a tender mother's 
toui h on tlie fevered brow '.' What brave soldier 
ever w. iinded on the lleM of liattle who Is not 
ready to bear testimony to the heroism and the 
tender ministrations of woman" What man 
w hose life has ever come to Mess the world will 
not say, "All that I am and all that I ever hope 
to be, 1 owe to iii> aiik'el mother." Hut there are 
those who have not felt that noble Influence ami 
there are those over whom to a great extent it is 
lost. Your mission is with them. Bring them 
baclc again in the path of rectitude, honor and 
hope. Join hands with all those who are willing 
to help elevate and ennoble the hnman race 
and see what will be the result in this land of 
the free. In this age yonr opportunities 
for doing good are great la this age 
when the Ughtalags an chained and made 
de to beoome .beuts of bordta shooting 
oars loaded with hanu freight baek and 
forth lika great htuaning birds, ever borne 
•peedUy oa, oa the powerful wiagi of electrtolty ; 
la this aga wbaa the aidaight hour la onr dtics 
iamdoelear and bright aa the aooa-daysun by 
luminous and steady ray'of the electric light ; In 
this age when It is aiade possible by the tran- 
soendant genius of an Bdison to hear again the 
voices of loved ones long after their lips are 
closed and their hearts are stilled 'neath the 
somber pall of death ; and above all In this age 
when the enlightened sentiment of our advune 
Ing civilisation has opened up all the trades, 
professions and e.allings In life equally fur wo 
men as well as uieu— but why go ou ; who can
